The silver dollar is no longer a 
“cheap dollar.” it is tho gold dollar 
that is cheap, if we may borrow the 
phraseology employed by the finan­ 
ciers 25 years ago. 
Agnd just as the objections to sil­ 
ver are being silenced by the un­ 
precedented demand for that metal, 
the world awakens to a need for 
basic money so great that gold will

WHAT WE SHALL SEE 


A call for a county convention of the democratic women 
of Pontotoc county has been published and such convention 
will be held in Ada about the middle of January. The women 
of the county who are democratic in their syspathies are asked 
to participate in the precinct meetings and to attend the coun­ 
ty convention. 
Such a call has more than usual significance at this time. 
This will be the first county-wide political convention held in 
Pontotoc since the enfranchisement of women a little more 
than a year ago. 
It will be interesting in that it will furnish 
the first opportunity the people of this county have had to | 
see how much truth there was in the oft-used argument that 
the women of Oklahoma did not want to vote and would take 
no interest in politics if enfranchised. 
During the long battle for equal suffrage in Oklahoma the 
protagonists of the reform had to meet this argument all along 
the line. 
It was asserted with dogmatic certainty that few 
women wanted the ballot. 
It was declared that few women 
would ever go to the trouble of voting. 
The argument was 
widely circulated that most women would treat the ballot 
as a new toy, and as soon as its novelty had disappeared 
they would discard it. 
This old argument against suffrage is called to mind by 
the approaching county convention, 
lf there is a fair at­ 
tendance at precinct meetings and at the county convention, 
the old quibble will hardly appear again. 
But if the pre­ 
cinct meetings should go by default and the county conven­ 
tion snould have few attendants, there would be reason for 
believing that the old anti-suffrage argument was largely true. 
The approaching convention will be waited for with consid­ 
erable interest. 
The Evening News has always advocated equal suffrage 
and has never subscribed to the belief that women will take 
no interest in the ballot. 
We believe that once women have 
recognized the power of the ballot and realized its poten­ 
tialities, they will become more keenly alive to their political 
responsibilities than men have ever been. 
Furthermore we 
believe that the day of the hoodlum in politics is ended in 
Oklahoma. 
Women will never accept the leadership or fol­ 
low the direction of booze fighters or dope fiends in political 
s tru g g le s even “for the good of the party.’’ 
They are almost 
certain to place character and integrity above party regu­ 
larity and demand the maximum of decency both in public 
office and in party councils. 
And we believe that they can 
be depended on to discharge the duty imposed on them by 
their enfranchisement.

cellars, which would form a sub­

length, hold hundreds of millions 
of precious vintages and notwith­ 
standing the fact that this region 
was for four years under fire from 
German or allied guns they suffer­

damage. 
Losses incurred by the wine indus­ 
try, while they will place a heavy 
burden on firms for a short time,

“They are people who stint them­ 
selves sometimes of almost the ne­ 
cessities of life in order that they 
may give their sons a better chim e 
at school and at college; they are 
the class which has recruited all our 
finest people all over the globe.

and

earnings sums are taken away in or­ 
der that 
other people may have 
more. 
“These are the people who are be­ 
ing slowly ground to powder under 
the present conditions, and I say it 
is the class which represents the 
life-growing point of the nation. If 
that class is once destroyed it will 
be impossible that it should ever 
be replaced “
